LECTURE ‘GIVEN TO LOCAL 
'. THEOSOPHISTS 


In an interesting lecture on Thurs- 
day evening at the publid-meeting of 
the Manuk Lodge of the Theosophical 
Socfoty, Mr. D. K. Paul dealt with 
‘the first. part of the subject “Civilisa- 
tlon, the Curso of Civilisation”, his 
object being to show how every great 
ciyilisntion of the world has In the 
end proved 10 be its own curse,’ the 
very fnctors which’ caused the rise 


of a civilisation having Jater Ied to |’ 


its undoing ‘and eventually. brought 
nbout its ral, . 

In this preliminary lecture the 
speaker dealt with pre-historle times, 
going back across millions of years to 
the time when crentures who were 
tho,.fore-runnora of man had no 
phyateal bodies, but Ilved on the astral 
and ethoerle planes, had. no very 
define shape and made flonting their 
usual method of progressing from 
place to place. Later, after gradual 
stares of progress, came the Lemurian 
race which occupied a vast continent 
existing round about ‘whero Austral- 
usin is now. The Lomurinns, were 
men of about, twelve to fifteen fect 
high, with a dark ekin, smll eyes, 
a third eye at the back of the head, 
‘and very long legs and arma, Rem- 
nants of the cities built by them 
have been found by archaeologists and 
the renowned statues of Easter Island 
are probably representative of these 
people, oo 
“ The. Temurian continent was bro- 
ken up by volcanic aetion, being slow- 
ly caten away by intePnal fires.” The 
islands of this part of Asin, includ. 
‘ing Hongkong, were originally part of 
Lemuria, having been, formed by 
voleanie action and Inter submerged 
benenth the sen (millions of years 
ago) finally to reappear in something 
ike thelr presont form. 

Before the brenk up of the eontin- 
ent, however, a small colony of its 
inhabitants was established in what 
is now the West const of Africa, and 
from, there spread the next grent 
civilisation, that of Atlantis, the 
formeriy occupied 
what li now the Atlnntle Oecan. ‘The 
Atlantean race was divided into seven 
main: sub-races, descendants of cach 
of which can be found in the races 
of the modern world, The peak of 
its civilisation came in the time of 
the Toltees (the third sub-raca). The 
ruler at that tine was an Adept, and 
he and his helpers were pulded in 
their work by ‘occult knowledge and 
achieved tremendous results. This 
was the Golden Age of Atlantis, when 
na penk of civilisation was reached 
far higher than our own, . 

Later however, as occult knowledge 
wame into the hands of those less 
advanced, it became degraded from its 
hich purposes and was used for ends 
of personal puwer, so leading to 
sorcery and, black magic. So the 
higher spiritual guidance was per- 
force withdrawn, ‘ond the followers 
of the binck arts censed to submit to 
the wise rule of tho Initiate. They 
rose in rebellion: and drove out the 
White Emperor, catablishing them- 
selyes in power in'hia place. : 

Gradually disintegration followed, 
the sorcerers using thelr magie power 
reckleasly and more and more people 
Riving. way to the black arts, The 

‘ity of the Golden Gates was now 
aden of iquity—but retribution 
followed when it was overthrown in 
the | first great catastrophe, of 
Atlantis—the first of a serica. of 
floods and tidal: waves. which . shook 
the continent and finally over- 
whelmed it. : . 

Mennwhile migrations to anfety 
-from- various- Parts of “the continent 
had been going on, and the descent of 
the modern races from these remnants 
and the rise and fall of historic civil- 
sations will be the subject of Mr. 
Paul's next lecture, to be given in 
about three weeks’ time, 


SHIPYARD DISPUTE 


FRENCH WORKERS DECIDE TO 
DOWN ‘TOOLS

mentioned by Reuter on January 31 
took a decisive turn yesterday afters 
noon, when the men deelddd ta strike

of the statements of the Joint Com- 
mittee of Employers and- Workmen:_ 
foreman called to tha workers to 
“down tools’, and the order , was

A moating of tho Joint Committee 
is being held witha \vlow to reaching 
a settlement, . —_ 
Later. 


Aftor’ the ‘meeting of the Joint 
Committes a scerct . vote of: : the 
workers’ delegatcae was taken, re- 
sulting in o unanimous vote in favour 
of- an immediate strike. Ono of the 
workers’ delegates will. leave in the 
evening for Havre . to instruct the 
workors on the steamer Normandie 


All is quict at present, but -it tp 
feared thero may bo trouble on Mon- 
day when tho strikers who belong to 
‘one. of ‘the local shipyards ‘plant

By reason of the prominent 
part’ which Britain has played 
in its efforts to get solid backing 
for the League of Nations in 
the Italo-Ethiopian dispute, the 
theory dear to Continental 
hearts that the British, especial- 
ly in their foreign policy, are a 
nation of hypocrites, has once 
More gained considerable cred- 
ence. Ever since the taunt of 
“La perfide Albion!’ was hurled 
jacobins 
carly in the war of 1793, the 
legend, for such it is, has been 
sedulously propagated. A writer’ 
has lately been: doing some ser- 
vice to his country by looking 
into the historical evidence for 
or against the theory, but he has 
failed to find any proof’ that 
Britain -has_been-more-marked 
than any other nation by perfidy 
in dealings with its friends or 
rivals. The conclusion was only 
to be expected. There is as- 
suredly no reason whatever why 
the British should have been 
selected by Nature as the bearers 
of an intensive dose of .a vice 
that may be found in every na- 
tion. 
faithfulness, whether to written 
or to spoken pledge, ‘the record 
of our country’ compares very 


“|well “with that of any other. 


Britain’s adherence to treaty 
obligations should be well known 
to all the world by now. With- 
out. going farther back into 
history, there was the grent 
example given in 1914. And to- 
day it is Britain who has been 
offering leadership to the mem- 
berg of the League of Nations in 
implementing their obligations 
under the’ Covenant. Italy may 
choose to call this “perfidy,” but 
if the word has any moaning the 
British record in international 
dealings is and has been the very 
opposite. ' Doubtless, however, 
the ery of “perfidious Albion” 
will be heard for many a year 
to come, as and when we ‘dis- 
please this or that Continental 
nation. which ‘happens to fall 
foul of us for the time being.
